Dear Sir, - 


I have to acknowledge your favor of the 17” inst. and must ask pardon for not having 
read Mr. Du Bois’ letter with more attention. The “Assay Apparatus” you have been using was a 
small sample or trial affair that I had made in 1867, to suit the views of your Assayer Mr. J.R. 
Eckfeldt. The Platinum portion cost then some $215.00 Gold, - but as the cost of the metal has 
since advanced quite 35% -, a duplicate, same weights in detail, would be represented by say 
$270.00. As it is not an Apparatus, of which any regular sizes are made up for stock, I could 
figure an estimate for a still smaller size, only by getting from you detailed weights and 
dimensions of such parts as you would need.
